Stung by confidence men for $10,000 


in cold cash—practically everything 
he had in the world—there was one 
man in New Smyrna yesterday who 
is a poorer, sadder and wiser man. 


The man is a retired farmer from 


Ontario, Canada, who has been spend- 
ing the winter in Florida and came 
here by appointment with his alleged 
friends, who are now gone with his 
cash. 
Realizing that his experience 


has left him with nothing but a re- 
turn ticket to Canada and a mortgage 
on his 
property and that he has 


nothing to gain by silently brooding 
over the affair which has "broke" 
him, the man talks freely about the 
matter, but specially requests that 
•his name be not used. As he is a to- 
tal-stranger in New Smyrna the name 
of Smith will answer. 


It is the old, old story of listening 


to the advice of newly made friends 
to play a sure thing on the stock mar- 
ket and make enough money to last 
him for the balance of his life. The 
sure thing failed at the last minute, 
everybody lost all their money, the 
friends got into a free for all fight and 
all disappeared. 
Also, Mr. Smith's 


money disappeared at the same time 
and he didn't wake up to the real sit- 
uation until sufficient time afterward 
for the "friends" and money to have 
put 
considerable 
distance 
between 


them and New Smyrna. 


Deal Starts at Miami 


The beginning of the story dates 


back to March 5, when Mr. Smith, who 
was spending the winter in Miami, gqt 
into conversation 
with a couple of 


strangers while sitting in the park in 
that city. 
Merely the time of day 


was passed 
and 
the 
conversation 


went along general lines, but at part- 
ing the two strangers expressed pleas- 
ure at having met Mr. Smith and in- 
troduced themselves as R. R. Wardell 
of East St. Louis and B. L. Adams, 
P. 0. box 435, Minneapolis, Minn. 
They expressed a desire to meet Mr. 
Smith again, and an appointment was 
made for the next day. During the 
course of the conversation the next 
day, when the subject of stocks and 
killings on the stock exchange was 
being discussed, Mr. Wardell remark- 
ed that he knew of a branch office 
in Miami operated by a wealthy New 
York firm which was "strong enough 
to control the market" 
It was ar- 


ranged that his friends, Smith and 
Adams, should meet the manager of 
this Miami branch. 


Accordingly, next day they were in- 


troduced to C. B. Kerwood of 314 
Eighth avenue, Youkers, New York, 


who was stopping at the Plaza hotel 
and represented himself to be the Mi- 
ami representative 
of this wealthy 


New York firm. By special arrange- 
ment the three friends, Smith, War- 
dell and Adams, were taken to this 
branch office, which was located in a 
residence near the city limits of Mi- 
ami. 
The place was fully equipped 


with telegraph instruments and op- 
erators, who were taking the stock 
quotations and marking them up on a 
blackboard. 
There 
was plenty of 


money in sight and men who were 
"playing the market." 
Taking a tip 


from Kerwood the three friends pur- 
chased a small amount of stock of a 
certain kind and the next day sold it 
at a handsome profit. 


Tip to Play Heavy 


This was repeated several times, 


until Mr. Smith began to get interest- 
ed and felt he was learning how to 
'play the market" to win every time. 
Then came the tip from Mr. Kerwood, 
straight information from his com- 
pany in New York, that there was 
likely to be some decided changes in 
the copper market at any time and to 
be prepared for these changes when 
they came. 


The time came to buy copper on a 


rising market and make a killing. 
Taking the tip from Mr. Kerwood, 
Wardell and Adams decided to play 
heavy and buy $10,000 worth of cop- 
per stock each. Smith was urged to 
do the same thing, but Smith didn't 
have that much money. He was will- 
ing to put in what he had and could 
raise through his bank in Ontario, but 
that wouldn't amount to $10,000. It 
was explained by Mr. Kedwoodthat it 
was necessary for each of the men to 
buy $10,000 worth of stock in, order 
to make it worth while for his com- 
pany to swing the market so they 
could make the proposed "killing," 
which 
Mr. Kerwood figured up far 


them would amount to something over 
$96,000, or a little better than $32,000 
profit for each. 


Sent Home for Money 


The only way Mr. Smith could raise 


that much money would be for him 
to go back to his home town in Can- 
ada, mortgage his property and bring 
the money back with him. He was 
finally persuaded to do this, being 
assured by

that

VISIONS OF STATE LAW -ON 


LICENSES. 


Governor Catts has given the sher- 


iffs, of the state positive instructions 
to enforce the law regarding motor 
vehicle license tags to the letter. It 
is said that complaints were mad» 
from Volusia county, as well as from. 
other counties in the state, and the 
following instructions were issued by 
the governor: 


"To the sheriffs of the several coun- 


ties of the state: 
"Gentlemen: 


"Complaints have been made to me 


that cars are being operated on the 
roads and streets of the state with- 
out number plates, as required by 
chapter 7275, laws of the state. Am- 
ple time has elapsed for the registra- 
tion of every car in the state, and the 
comptroller is prepared 
to furnish 


tags for all machines required by law 
to be registered. There is no good rea- 
son why every person operating a mo- 
:or vehicle should not have complied 
vith the law by this time. 


"Enforcement of this statute under 


.he law, like other criminal laws of 
he state, depends upon the activities 


>f the sheriffs and their deputies.

Begin Operations Here

selves, so they engaged a room at 
Mrs. 
Skipper's, 
furnished for light 


housekeeping, and started to "batch" 
it, Adams being a good cook. 


The next day they met Mr. Ker-

Vista, and he showed them his in- 
structions to move the branch office 
to New Smyrna, and explained that 
the branch office had been opened on 
south Magnolia street, near the Palms 
hotel.

Money and then Take It A\vay from Him on 


Fake Deal in Stocks. 


Stung by confidence men for $10,000 


in cold cash—practically everything 
he had in the world—there was one 
man in New Smyrna yesterday who 
is a poorer, sadder and wiser man. 


The man is a retired farmer from 


Ontario, Canada, who has been spend- 
ing the winter in Florida and came 
here by appointment with his alleged 
friends, who are now gone with his 
cash. 
Realizing that his experience 


has left him with nothing but a re- 
turn ticket to Canada and a mortgage 
on his property and that he has 
nothing to gain by silently brooding 
over the affair which has "broke" 


him, 
the man talks freely about the 


matter, but specially requests that 
•his name be not used. As he is a to- 
tal-stranger in New Smyrna the name 
of Smith will answer. 


It is the old, old story of listening 


to the advice of newly made friends 
to play a sure thing on the stock mar- 
ket and make enough money to last 
him for the balance of his life. The 
sure thing failed at the last minute, 
everybody lost all their money, the 
friends got into a free for all fight and 
all disappeared. 
Also, Mr. Smith's 


money disappeared at the same time 
and he didn't wake up to the real sit- 
uation until sufficient time afterward 
for the "friends" and money to have 
put considerable distance 
between 


them and New Smyrna. 


Deal Starts at Miami 


The beginning of the story dates 


back to March 5, when Mr. Smith, who 
was spending the winter in Miami, go.t 
into conversation with a couple of 
strangers while sitting in the park in 
that city. 
Merely the time of day 


was passed 
and 
the 
conversation 


went along general lines, but at part- 
ing the two strangers expressed pleas- 
ure at having met Mr. Smith and in- 
troduced themselves as R. R. Warden 
of East St. Louis and B. L. Adams, 
'p. 0. box 435, Minneapolis, Minn. 
They expressed a desire to meet Mr. 
Smith again, and an appointment was 
made for the next day. During the 
course of the conversation the next 


day, 
when the subject of stocks and 


killings on the stock exchange was 
being discussed, Mr. Wardell remark- 
ed that he knew of a branch office 
in Miami operated by a wealthy New 
York firm which was "strong enough 
to control the market" It was ar- 
ranged that his friends, Smith and 
Adams, should meet the manager of 
this Miami branch. 


Accordingly, next day they were in- 


troduced to C. B. Kerwood of 314 
Eighth avenue, Youkers, New York, 
who was stopping at the Plaza hotel 
and represented himself to be the Mi- 
ami representative 
of this wealthy 


New York firm. By special arrange- 
ment the three friends, Smith, War- 
dell and Adams, were taken to this 
branch office, which was located in a 
residence near the city limits of Mi- 


ami. 
The place was fully equipped 


with telegraph instruments and op- 
erators, who were taking the stock 
quotations and marking them up on a 
blackboard. 
There 
was plenty of 


money in sight and men who were 
"playing the market." 
Taking a tip 


from Kerwood the three friends pur- 
chased a small amount of stock of a 
certain kind and the next day sold it 
at a handsome profit. 


Tip to Play Heavy 


This was repeated several times, 


until Mr. Smith began to get interest- 
ed and felt he was learning how to 
"play the market" to win every time. 
Then came the tip from Mr. Kerwood, 
straight information from his com- 
pany in New York, that there was 
likely to be some decided changes in 
the copper market at any time and to 
be prepared for these changes when 
they came. 


The time came to buy copper on a 


rising market and make a killing. 
Taking the tip from Mr. Kerwood, 
Wardell and Adams decided to play 
heavy and buy $10,000 worth of cop- 
per stock each. Smith was urged to 
do the same thing, but Smith didn't 
have that much money. He was will- 
ing to put in what he had and could 
raise through his bank in Ontario, but 
that wouldn't amount to $10,000. It 
was explained by Mr. Kedwoodthat it 
was necessary for each of the men to 
buy $10,000 worth of stock in. order 
to make it worth while for his com- 
pany to swing the market so they 
could make the proposed "killing," 
which Mr. Kerwood figured up far 
them would amount to something over 
$»6,000, or a little better than $32,000 
profit for each. 


Sent Home for Money

VISIONS OF STATE LAW -ON 


LICENSES. 


Governor Catts has given the sher- 


iffs, of the state positive instructions 
to enforce the law regarding motor 
vehicle license tags to the letter. It 
is said that complaints were made* 
from Volusia county, as well as from 
other counties in the state, and the 
following instructions were issued by 
the governor: 


"To the sheriffs of the several coun- 


ties of the state: 
"Gentlemen: 


"Complaints have been made to me 


that cars are being operated on the 
roads and streets of the state with- 
out number plates, as required by 
chapter 7275, laws of the state. Am- 
ple time has elapsed for the registra- 
tion of every car in the state, and the 
comptroller is prepared to furnish 
tags for all machines required by law 
to be registered. There is no good rea- 
son why ever3r person operating a mo- 
tor vehicle should not have complied 
with the law by this time. 


"J5nforcement of this statute under 


the law, like other criminal laws of 
the state, depends upon the activities 
of the slierifts and their deputies. 


"You 
will, therefore, please take the 


neressarj steps at once to enforce the 
proi :s;ons of the law and bee that 
i'\ ?ry motor vehicle being operated on
